WHAT HAVE WE GAINED? 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—To advance knowledge and correct 
errors. unrestricted freedom of discussion 1s 
required. It is obvious that in order to 
redress social customs, instructions, and 
methods to new needs and circumstances 
there must be unlimited freedom of can- 
vassing and criticising them by expressing 
at times the most unpopular opinions, no 
matter how offensive to prevailing sentiment 
they may be.

OBITUARY

MR. JOSEPH F. KEATINGE, 
J.P. 


As Mr. Keéatinge, leaning on the arm of his 
son, Edgar,. was entering the grounds of the 
Joyal Dublin Society on Tuesday evening to 
witness the Military Tattoo, he suddenly 
dropped to the ground and died. Members of 
the military and police forces ran to Mr. 
Keatinge’s assistance, and Dr. Delaney, St. 
Bricin’s: Hospital, and one of the military 
medical officers did all that was possible under 
the circumstances. A military ambulance 
removed the body to Baggot Street Hospital, 
where it was found that life was extinct. 

Mr. Keatinge, who had reached the age of 
94 years, played golf last Saturday, finishing 
all square with his opponent. He was one of 
the original members of the Castle Golf Club, 
and was lately elected a life member of that 
club, He was also a life member of the Royal 
Dublin Society. 

Early in hfe Mr. Keatinge entered the 
Divinity School, Trinity College, and was 
noted as a Greek scholar. In 1875 he left 
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Mr. J. F. KFEATINGE. 


Dublin to take up the position of accountant 
in the New York branch of the firm, William 
Edwards and Sons. He returned to Dublin 
in 1880, and sodn afterwards founded the 
business in 42 Grafton street, which is being 
successfully. carried on by his two sons, 
Reginald and Edgar. One of the original 
members of the Protestant Home Rule 


Association, he sat in the Dublin City Council 


in 1880 as Councillor, 

Mr. Keatinge was a man of wide experience 
and exceptional knowledge, and was one of 
the founder Fellows of the Institution of 
British Decorators. At different intervals in 
his life he spent some time with his married 
daughter in California, living in that part of 
the country where the town of Hollywood now 
stands. Mr. Keatinge married in the year 
1870 Marianne, daughter of Dr, John Dawson 
McCready, of Dublin. He is survived by two 
daughters and four sons. He was a Justice of 
the Peace for the Borough of Dublin, and he 
was beloved and respected by all classes of 
his fellow-citizens, 

The funeral will take place to-morrow at 
9.30 a.m. to Mount Jerome Cemetery,

fact that when blackberries have come 


plums have gone, and that I have not seen 
more than an occasional wasp. Usually 
‘they come with the plums, and are a 
plague to kitchen and larder for almost a 


month, Everyone must have noticed the 
scarcity of the pest this autumn, and 
fruit-growers, in particular, must have 
be: ik ver glad. 


For this relief we must thank the frost 
and snow of last May. Gardeners may 
not to recall it: many of them are 
bemoaning their poor apple crop, their 
beans, and a host of other good things. 
But it may be a small consolation to 
realise that what dealt harshly with the 
gardens also killed hundreds upon 
hundreds of queen wasps. 

These are the only ones that survive the 
summer colony of wasps. In the autumn 
they go into hiding against the winter, 
emerging in the spring to start a new 
colony, which they do by. building nests, 
often of paper, in which they construct 
cells and lay their eggs. The grubs hatched 
here are the workers, and not until the 
end of the season are the drones and fully- 
devcloped females produced—the enemies

of the fruit-grower in August. So the 
circle begins again, when at the beginning 
of winter all die but the queen wasps, 


who mate and retire until the sun comes 
round again at spring. 


Sir John Lavery 


The enrolment of Sir John Lavery as 


an Honorary Freeman of the City of 
Dublin brings the number of living 
holders of that honour to seven, the 
others being: Cardinal Mannix, Arch- 


bishop of Melbourne, and Cardinal Lauri; 
Count John McCormack, who will appear 
at the first seasonal celebrity concert in 
the Theatre Royal next month; Captain 
Herman. Koehl and Colonel Fitzmaurice, 
who made the first westerly trans-Atlantic 
flight by airpiane, and the Hon. Frank B. 
Kellogg, who, as U.8.A. Secretary of 
State, founded the Kellogg Pact.

‘But. of the volume which is arousing 
most expectation— Oliver St. John 
Gogarty’s novel, provisionally entitled: 
‘As I Was Walking Down Sackville 
Street,” and which is being spoken of as a 
riposte to “ Ulysses’’ and an appendage 
to “ Ave, Salve, Vale” (a pretty big 
appendage, one may think), there is as yet 
no definite news: it will not, I understand, 
appear before the New Year. 


Mark Twain 


I understand that preparations are 
already being made to celebrate the 
centenary of the famous American novelist 
and humorist, Samuel Langhorne Clemens, 
“ Mark Twain,” in 
November next. The author of “ The 
Innocents Abroad ’’ is known wherever the 
English language is spoken, and although 
the work of most humorists may be said 
to owe much to the associations of the 
period in which they wrote, there is no 
doubt that the reputation of Mark Twain 
rests on a more enduring basis. From the 
age of twelve, when the death of his father 
forced him to seek employment in a print- 
ing works, young Clemens had to make his 
own way in the world. In 1852 he became 
a river boat pilot on the Mississippi, and 
it was while engaged in this occupation 
that he first began to write for local 
papers. In 1867 a San Francisco news- 
paper paid his expenses during a tour in 
the Mediterranean, and the result of this 
trip was the series of articles published 
under the title of ‘The Innocents 
Abroad.'” The book was an immediate 
success, but soon afterwards the author 
became associated with a publishing firm 
which failed, and left him for many years 
handicapped by a burden of debt. Every 
penny of this amount was eventually 
cleared off, and before his death in 1910 
Clemens had amassed a_ considerable 
fortune. The publicity gained by “ The 
Innocents Abroad ’’ led to several lecture 
tours, and in 1875 Clemens, who had 
adopted the nom-de-plume, “ Mark 
Twain,’’ from a call used in taking sound- 
ings on the Mississippi, published ‘‘ The 
Adventures of Tom Sawyer.”’ ‘“* Huckle- 
berry Finn ’’ appeared in 1884, ‘‘ A Tramp 
Abroad ' in 1886, and in 1889 ‘‘ A Con- 
necticut Yankee at the Court of King 
Arthur.” In 1907 Mark Twain came to 
England, where he met with an 
enthusiastic reception and received the 
D.C.L. of Oxford University. 


A Great Novelist 


While Mark Twain was a humorist of 
extraordinary freshness and fertility ‘of 
imagination, his. place in literature is 
more likely to be determined by his 
serious work as a novelist, The creator of 
Tom Sawyer, Huckleberry Finn, and 
Pudden’ Head Wilson not only recon- 
structed the history of a vanished civilisa- 
tion, but also diplaved a sense of humour 
and pathos, a know of human nature, 
and a width of outlook worthy of the 
masters. His ethical standards were lofty 
and sincere, and he never descended to 
the dubious methods of attracting atten- 


modern writers. Behind his continuous 
barrage of humour and repartee, Mark 
Twain was a deeply serious individual, 
No man had a deeper scorn or more 
abiding. hatred for all forms of humbug 
and hypocrisy. He wás a formidable 
opponent in controversy, Of one occasion 
Paul Bourget, who did not like 
Americans, said that Yankees, at a loss 
for something to do, could always spend 
their leisure finding out who their grand- 
fathers were. Mark Twain thereupon 
suggested that Frenchmen in search of 
some interesting employment could profit- 
ably occupy their time in trying to find 


out who their fathers were. |

The Library Association is com- 
‘posed of librarians in England, and has pro- 
duced the report, which ineludes the County 
Libraries of Ireland as a whole, with the 
help of the Carnegie Trust representatives. 
The county library services in this country 
are run hy the local authorities, which too 
over the Carnegie libraries in 1926, the latter 
now being branches of the county library 
system. 


CASEOF LARGE CENTRES 


The report of the Library Association ex- 
plains that the service now has reached its 
twentieth year. By far the most important 

roblem that has emerged is the responsi- 
pitity of the county library to large centres 
of population. 

A departmental report, published in 1927, 
indicated 20,000 as the uormal population 
boundary between the independent library and 
the county branch. There are, however, still 
larger communities in certain county library 
areas, and there are not a few larger towns 
with an independent service which would be 
served better if they became county branches. 
In addition, a number of counties are con- 
fronted with the very serious problem of 
the rapid creation of large new housing 
estates. The handling of these large com- 
munities is putting a very serious strain upon 
the staffs, which still are small, and are 
remunerated only moderately, and in not 
a few instances the headquarters’ accommo- 
dation is proving more and more inadequate. 

Mr. J. M. Mitchell, who writes a preface 
to the report, claims that the countryside

of the League, and that they will take the 
necessary steps to afford passage through 
their territory to the forces of any of the 
Members of the League which are co- 
operating to protect the covenants of the 
League.

Fateful Days 
A highly critical stage has been reached 
at Geneva, and the next few days probably 


will bring eventful decisions in their train. 
Yesterday the Committee of Five com- 


pleted its proposals for a peaceful 


| settlement of the Italo-Abyssinian dispute, 


which have been embodied in a definitely 
formulated plan. Sefior Madariaga, the 
Spanish Chairman of the Committee, was 
charged with the task to convey its recom- 


mendations to the representatives of the 


two disputing States, and during the after- | 


noon he visited both Baron Aloisi and Mr. 
Hawariati. For the present the. precise 
terms of the Committee’s plan are being 
kept secret ; but Sefior Madariaga explained 
them in detail to the, Italian and Abys- 
sinian delegates.. Baron Aloisi, in reply 
to Sefior Madariaga’s earnest appeal for a 
quick decision, declared that he must have 
at least three full days in order that the 
proposals may be considered at a Council 
of Ministers which will be held in Rome 
on Saturday ; so, for the remainder of the 
week, Geneva will be marking time. We 
gather from well-informed sources that 
the terms which have been recommended 
by the Committee of Five will be found to 
conform _very closely to the proposals 
that were made some time ago in Paris. 
Italy probably will be offered substantial 
accessions of territory in the Ogaden and 
Danakil districts of Abyssinia, in return 
for which Britain will be prepared to cede 
to the Emperor a port in British Somali- 
land, thus giving Ethiopia direct access 
to the sea, and France also may be pre- 
pared to give him a small portion of French 
Somaliland. The British Government, 
however, continues to insist that, whatever 
arrangements are made to satisfy Italian 
demands for territorial gains, there can 
be no question of Italy’s political or 
military control of the Negus’s dominions. 
In other words, Ethiopia's full sovereignty 
must be maintained. Doubtless, the 
Negus will signify his approval of the 
Committee’s proposals, as he-is known to 
be more than anxious to avert hostilities ; 
but, if it is true that they do not go beyond 
the offer that was made in Paris, it is more 
than likely that Signor Mussolini will 
reject them. 

The French Government is moving 
heaven and earth in its efforts to bridge the 
gulf between London and Rome, and M. 
Laval certainly has done more than one 
man’s part to prevent the Italians from 
the launch of their projected campaign in 
Abyssinia. He already has been on the 
telephone to Signor Mussolini, and yester- 
day he is reported to have pleaded with 
Baron Aloisi to go personally to Rome to 
reason with the Duce. The Italian repre- 
sentative, however—presumably knowing 
the reception that would await him— 
suggested that M. Laval himself might 
prove to be a more suitable ambassador. 
The fact is, of course, that virtually every- 
body at Geneva is convinced that Signor 
Mussolini will refuse to consider anything 
less than the complete satisfaction of his

economic ‘‘ sanctions” against Italy, what 
will Signor’ Mussolini do? He has an- 
nounced that ‘‘ sanctions ” will. mean war, 
and that Italy is prepared to meet all 
comers. He is concentrating troops not 
only in Eritrea, but also in Libya, which 
is adjacent to Egypt, and there can be 
no doubt that, if he should try to make 
war on anybody in Europe, Britain would 
be the first object of his attack. For- 
tunately, the British position in the Medi- 
terranean is fairly strong. The Hood and 
the Renown, two of the greatest. battle- 
ships in the world, are at Gibraltar ; 
Malta is well defended, except against : 
attacks from the air, and we may be sure | 
that nothing has been left to chance at 
the Suez Canal. We do not suppose for a 
moment that matters ever will. reach a: 
stage at which defensive measures will 
become necessary; but it is as well that 
Signor Mussolini should know that Britain 
is fully prepared to face her League com- 
mitments, whatever they may happen to 
be. The situation at the moment is more 
than grave. Italian recklessness’ has 
forced the League of Nations to make a 
choice between fulfilment of its obliga- 
tions and complete collapse. If it should 
draw back now its days would be num- 
bered, and Europe would slip rapidly back 
inte barbarism. If it maintains its 
straight course it undoubtedly will run 
the risk of war with the Italians. The 
dilemma is complete, and no man can tell 
how it will be resolved.

The Meat Scheme 


Any Government that seeks to tamper 
with the free flow of supply and demand 
asks for trouble, and the present Free 
State Government cannot hope to.be an 
exception. Ever since the Slaughter of 
Cattle-and Sheep Act ‘came into force last 
year, it has inspired protests from the 
butchers óf the twenty-six counties, and 
their dissatisfaction does not seem to have 
been lessened by the amending Act of this 
yedr, which converted the “ free beef ” 
scheme into a“ cheap beef ’’ scheme. The 
butchers see something wrong in every 
section of the Act. They contend that the 
price of beef to the unemployed, which was 
fixed at 4d, a pound; is too low; that the 
levy, which they must pay, of £1 on every 
head of cattle slaughtered, 5s. on every 
sheep and 3s. on every lamb, is too great, 
and that the ordinance which forbids them 
to pay less than 22s. a hundredweight for 
cattle is crippling. Two meetings of 
protest have been held already, under the 
auspices; of the Irish Victuallers’ Associa- 
tion. The purpose of yesterday's conference 
was to decide whether. a campaign of 
‘“ passive resistance ” would not be the 
best means to bring the butchers’ griev- 
ances home to the Government ; and. it has 
been decided that a deputation will wait 
upon the Minister for Agriculture on 
Monday. If he lends an unsympathetic 
ear, the campaign will begin. While we 
have every sympathy with the butchers, we 
counsel them to act with caution. “Cam- 
paigns of this sort are dangerous. A false 
step can bring the campaigners easily into 
conflict with the law of the land, and the 
moral validity of their plea will have little 
avail in a court of justice. We suggest, 
at the same time, that the Minister shall 
hearken to his visitors, and shall give their 
complaints the most ample consideration. 
Perhaps, those complaints are unreason- 
able; perhaps, the Government is acting 
tyrannously—it is not for the layman to 
pass judgment. The Slaughter of Cattle 
and Sheep Act is, admittedly, one of those 
hit-or-miss expedients which are charac- 
teristic of President de Valera’s economic 
policy; it was enacted not to provide the 
poor with cheap meat, or as part of a 
considered. programme, but simply and 
solely to meet the problem of the Free 
State’s redundant cattle. Its desirability 
is a matter of. doubt; its utility can be 
guaranteed only by constant attention to 
the lessons of experience. A scheme of 
this. kind either must operate smoothly 
and without grave hardship to any section 
of the community, or it ought not to 
operate at all. If Dr. Ryan convinces 
himself, after a fair period of trial, that 
the butthers do not possess a legitimate 
grievance, then he has every right to insist 
on a rigorous enforcement of the Act. If 
it is clear that they Are being treated 
hardly, he must make the changes neces- 
sary to improve their Jot, or he must have 
the Act rescinded. To persevere with a 
course that has been proved “— ‘would 
be the worst folly.

but the cynics merely will observe that it is 
easy. They offer anyone a free stab with 
a needle, provided that they are fortified 
with the local anesthetic used by the 
fakir; they will allow themselves to be 
buried for three weeks if they have the 
Same secret supply of air enjoyed by the 
magician, and they are prepared to stand 
up to a pneumatic drill if it—like the 


j fakir’s sledgehammer—is made solely of

LORD PONSONBY ON 
LABOUR POLICY 


RESIGNS. LEADERSHIP. IN 
THE LORDS

Lord Ponsonby has resigned the leadership 
of the Labour Party in if, House of Lords, 
a — he has held for four years. 
an explanatory letter to Mr, George 
Lansbury dated September iy, pe says :—'‘'l 
am letting my Labour r colleagues. know 
that I ann resigning the. leadership of the 
party in the House of Lords, so that they 
may choose my successor before Parliamient 
meets, It is right, therefore, that I should 
at once inform you, as leader of the Parhia- 
mentary Labour Party, of my decision. My 
serious differences with the party on all the 
more important points of foreign policy, and 
on’ the decision they have made in the present 
rave international crisis, make it impossible 
or me to continue, even in the comparatively 
minor position of leader in the Lords, where 
I have habitually spoken on foreign questions 
in the debates which occur frequently. The 
matter is not one in which I can acquiesce in 
subordiuating my. opinion by voicing in Par- 
liament a policy with which I am in funda- 
mental disagreement. . 

“While I am a loyal supporter of the party 
on other questions, I have during what is 
now a rather long Parliamentary career, 
placed the subject of. peace first as one of 
outstanding importance, on which all else 
depends, more especially the progress towards 
socialism. have unceasingly maintained 
that. peace can never be secured by force of 
arms, and no single event during the last 20 
years has contributed to make me alter this 
conviction by a hair’s breadth. On the con- 
trary, I have been strongly confirmed in (bat 
view. 

Lord Ponsonby was created a peer in 1930, 
and has been leader of the Opposition in the 
House of Lords since 1931. From 1908 to 
1918 he ‘was Liberal’ M:P. for the Stirling 
Burghs. He then joiucd the Labour Party, 
and was elected for the Brightside Division 
of Sheffield in 1922.. He was Under Secre- 
tary for Foreign Affairs in the first Labour 
Government, and has held several other 
vee ts, including the Chancellor-

Italy and Brazil 


The Marchese Marconi has gone to 
Brazil on an important mission for Signo: 
Mussolini, in the hope that the Brazilian 
Government will aid Italy in her contest 
with Abyssinia, “The famous inventor is 
very popular in Brazil, where many of his 
early experiments were carried out, and it 
is thought in Rome that his personal 
prestige may secure for his country some 
inuch-needed financial help, with the as- 
surance that Brazil will support Italy at 
the League of Nations. There are many 
Italians in Brazil, and the country is 
already helping Italy considerably by ex- 
porting large quantities of rubber, coffee 
and meat, which Italy will pay for partly 
by making use of the frozen credits in the 
Brazilian banks, and partly by building 
submarines for the Brazilian Navy. 


Geneva Salaries 


The proposal by M. Lava] for a ten per 
cent. cut in the League of Nations budget 
did not come as a surprise to the Secre- 
tary General. M. Avencl, as he had been 
warned that the step micht become neces. 
sary. M. Avenol replied that since 1931 
the secretarial budget had suffered a cut 
of 22.1 ner cent., 
a cut of 12.6 ner cent. These cuts have 
reduced. contributions by the member 
States for the current year by 10.1 per 
eent,, as compared with 1932. M. Laval, 
in view of the economies he has been com- 
pelled to introduce in France, will be 
unable to retreat from the position he has 
taken up, and his attitude will be stiffened 
by the severe criticism of the French civil 
servants—undisguisedly jealous of the 
salaries naid in Geneva. They are un- 
impressed hy the arrument that living is 
very dear in Switzerland. The Secretarv 
General of the League has a salary of 
£3,600 at par, increased to £6,000 by the 
rate of exchanze, and there are a number 
ef high officials vetting big salaries. The 
first rank of civil servants in France have 
cuite small salaries compared with these 
figures.

LEAGUE SESSION MAY BE

The long process of attempting to sub- 
stitute conciliation for the sword in the 
Italo-Abyssinian dispute reached a decisive 
stage to-day when the Committee of Five 
definitely formulated its plan for a pacific 
settlement and submitted it to the 
disputants. 

Sefior Madariaga, the Spanish Chair- 
man oí. the Committee, called upon Baron 
Aloisi this evening and communicated to 
him verbally the text of the Committee’s 
proposals.

Both the Italians and the Abyssinians 
were requested to expedite their reply as 
much as possible. It is understood that 
the Italians stated that they would require 
at ieast three davs, as there is a Council 
of Ministers on Saturday. 

Baron Aloisi has been requested by M. 
Laval to go to Rome to make a personal 
appeal to the Duce, but it is not yet 
settled whether he will go. He is said 
to have replied that he would much rather 
M. Laval had gone himself. It is under- 
stood, however, that he has asked his 
Government’s permission to proceed to 
Rome, and may leave at 7 a.m. to-morrow. 


A LULL 

The Committee of Five meet to-morrow 
morning to hear the result of Sefior 
Madariaga’s visit. and then there will 
probably be a lull, when public opinion 
will be at the mercy of all kinds of 
rumours pending the declaration of the 
official views of the attitude of the two 
Governments.

ATTACK

Not only had Mr. de Valera taken up 
what they regarded as the right attitude,

ITALY’S ARGUMENTS 
The Rev: Bolton C. Waller said that

years ago, but not now. The League’s 
delays had, however, allowed the dispute 
to reach the present very critical situa- 
tion, and it seemed as if on the 24th inst.

‘It is one of the great moments of 
destiny in the history of mankind,’’ said 
Mr. Waller, “ never has such a moment 
affected so many nations, Is mankind to 
sink into international barbarism and 
chaos, or achieve a far higher standard of 
international conduct than ever before?

We in Ireland are remote from the 
dispute, but not from its consequences. 
The League stands to-day for the rights 
which this country has always demanded— 
justice, freedom, the right of little 
countries to have their say and live their 
own lives.” 

He spoke of economic sanctions that 
could be overated by the League, of Italy’s 
vulnerability to them, and proceeded: “‘ If 
these are not successful there remain 
military measures in my opinion, 
when it is a question of resisting and 
restraining unlawful force, it is right and 
proper to use force to do that, as a last 
resort.” 


MUSSOLINY’S ALTERNATIVE 


~, Senator J. T. O'Farrell said: the alterna- 
tives now were international civilisation 
‘or national barbarism. If Italy became 
“deeply involved in an African war, other 
European nations with big ambitions and 
old scores to settle, would soon seize ad- 
vantage of Italy’s distraction. There 
would be no hope then for any nation 
that could not establish her rights by the 
sword. Ireland with her little military 
resources could not do much then. Mr. 
de Valera, in the attitude he had indicated 
in his manly speech at Geneva, had behind 
him, however, “ the united support of the 
people of this country, irrespective of 
political affiliations. 

““ As spokesman of a country which has 
suffered in the past by the triumph of 
might over right, he could not well take 
any other attitude,” continued Senator 
O'Farrell. ‘‘ We are particularly grateful 
to him, however, for the fact that he in- 
dulged in no dubious or cowardly reserva- 
tions.”’ 

The speaker continued that this was 
going to be the most unpopular war ever 
recorded in history; but he had nothing 
but sympathy for the Italian people, en- 
slaved. by Mussolini. .This adventure in 
Africa was Mussolini’s alternative to the 
economic and financial ruin of his people. 
The application by the League and the 
signatories of the Kellogg Pact of simple 
sanctions—the withholding of Italy’s 
mineral imports, would, in view of the 
very highly developed nature of Italy’s in- 
dustries, be almost as effective as military 
action. Such sanctions were the best way 
of stopping war which, due to begin in 
North Africa in a week from now, would 
spread to many parts of the civilised world. 


A FREE STATE FORCE 


In the general discussion which followed 
the speeches a speaker referred to the 
““ tremendous possibilities ’’ arising out of 
the question of the Free State’s sending a 
military force to support the League in an 
Italo-Abyssinian war. Such action (he 
said) should be preceded by Britain’s 
withdrawal of her troops from Cobh and 
Northern Ireland. 

A young man (Mr. P. O’Neill) said that 
the last time young Irishmen had gone out 
of their country to fight for liberty and 
freedom they found instead that they were 
fighting for British capitalist imperialism. 
The. small nations should devote them- 
selves to fighting such capitalist im- 
perialism, which could not exist without 
war. The League had not intervened in 
gá to Manchukuo or Paraguay and 
Bolivia, because Britain’s interests did not 
ee to be threatened as at present. 
** The League has failed so far, and it must 
fail in this,” he declared. 

Senator T. Johnson said the Leagne’s 
anxiety about this dispute was due to the 
egg iei of conseguent war in Europe. 

he League was a European, rather than 
a world, League. 

Another speaker asked how far did 
Ireland join in the work of the League’s 
Committee of Intellectual Co-operation. 
He said this committee could take into 
consideration the elements productive of 
war, viz., currency, capitalism, forms of 
ge args etc. More attention should 

given to this side of the League's 
activity. i 

The Chairman undertook to have inqui- 
ries made about the Free State’s relation 
to the committee.

NEW FIGURES BY “ SPEED 
OF THE WIND” 


RITAIN has won the fourth round of 
the long distance record chasing 
competition on the Bonneville salt beds in 
Utah. Ab. Jenkins, the American, who 
first demonstrated the suitability of the 
beds for speed work, originally put up 
record figures there. John Cobb, é wk. 
Dobson and T. E. Rose Richards recently 
regained the records for Britain. Then 
Jenkins recaptured some of them, includ- 
ing the important twenty-four ‘hours’ 
record, Now Captain .G. E. T. Eyston, 
assisted by Flight Lieutenant C. S. Stani- 
land and A. Denly, has won a series of 
them again for Britain. 

Eyston and his co-drivers set up 
altogether eight records during their 
attempt. The official figures were issued 
last night, and it was revealed that, 
besides the 24-hour record, which they put 
up to 140.522 re they also established 
new figures for 12-hour, 2,000 kilometres, 
2,000 miles, 3,000 kilometres, 3,000 miles, 
4,000 kilometres and 5,000 kilometres. 

As Captain Eyston had previously 
broken the records for 10 miles, 50 kilo- 
metres, 50 miles, 100 kilometres, 100 miles, 
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FSS ACH Shea Se Spee e Bk SS 
Captain G. E. T. Eysrton. 


200 kilometres and one hour, the total 
number of records broken during his visit 
is fifteen. This is truly a magnificent per- 
formance, and Captain Eyston expressed 
the keenest satisfaction. 


“ OF UNTOLD VALUE ” 


“These runs are more than speed tests,’’ 
he said, “They are tests that are making 
cars more safe. They are of untold value 
to the general motoring public.” | 

, In an interview with Reuter, Captain 
Eyston ‘said:—‘‘I hope the people at 
home realise what a struggle it has been 
to break the records at the present rate of 
speed. Once it was not a troublesome 
matter to lose a few minutes at the pit for 
tyre-changing and re-fuelling. But that 
was when speeds were about. 90 to 110 miles 
per hour. Now, when it is necessary to do 
150. or more to get a record at around 140 
miles per hour, every second counts. We 
are learning more and more each time we 
try one of these gruelling runs ”’ 

He concluded by saying he was over- 
joyed at the trip, during which he and his 
crew were treated with the utmost 
cordiality, and was returning to England 
with a better understanding of, our 
Western American cousins. : 

“I am sure Sir Malcolm Campbell feels 
the same way as I do and as did Cobb,”’ 
he said. He paid a fine tribute to his 
assistant drivers, saying that their co- 
operation was marvellous. Before return- 
ing to New York for England, Eyston 
said he would go to Nevada for a few days’ 
fishing. He would probably leave for 
han in the Aguitania on September

Jenkins. 

Captain Eyston’s figures also broke the 
American records for the eight different 
distances and times. 


COMING BACK 

Altogether Captain Eyston and his ce 
drivers broke all except two of the records 
which Jenkins wrested from John Cobb 
less than three weeks ago, and also broke 
all of Cobb’s records, with the exception 
of the 1,000 kilometres, 1,000 miles, and 
the three and six hours. 

Captain Eyston, Denly and Staniland, 
like Sir Malcolm Campbell and John 
Cobb, praised the splendid racing facilities 
offered by the salt beds, and Denly and 
Staniland were enthusiastic when they 
heard of Captain Eyston’s decision to 
return next year for further attempts. 

Kyston said: “I don’t intend to make 
any more attempts this year, but I am 
definitely returning next year with the 
same car, although one or two alterations

HE conference of Free State butchers, 
which was called a fortnight ago under 
the auspices of the Irish Victuallers’ 
Association at the Catholic Commercial 
Club, Upper O'Connell street, Dublin, to 
consider what action should be adopted 
regarding the levies under the Cattle and 
Sheep Slaughter Act, was resumed yestere 
day. 

At the previous meeting it was com- 
plained that butchers were compelled to 
buy and sell at Government prices, and 
the suggestion was made that the Associa» 
tion should adopt a _ pelicy of passive 
resistance towards the Government scheme, 
It was decided to refer back this sugges- 
tion to the county organisations, the 
delegates to report to yesterday’s meeting. 


also made that the victualler members on 
the Advisory Council appointed to ad- 
minister the Act should resign from that 
body. 

The Chairman stated yesterday that the 
members of the Association had not yet 
resigned from the Advisory Council. 

It was announced that at yesterday’e 
meeting twenty-two counties were repre 
sented by delegates from county organisa 
tions. 


NEW ASSOCIATION 


When the question of a policy of passive 
resistance came up for consideration, 

Mr. Dineen (Cork) proposed that the 
Association should write to the Minister 
and inform him that, as the victuallers 
on the Advisory Council had not resigned, 
they no longer represented the Association, 
and that the Association would ignora 

em. 

This was agreed to. 

The Donegal Association wrote calling 
for the repeal, or modification, of the Act, 
pledging themselves to support the con- 
ference in any action it might decide to 
take, 

A resolution was adopted forming a 
Victuallers’ Association for the whole of 
the Free State. Mr. Martin Rvan 
(Thurles) was appointed President, Mr. 
John O’Connor (Limerick) Chairman, and 
Mr. M. Cullen (Stillorgan) Vice-Chair- 
man.

They suggested to the 
meeting that a united demand should be 
presented to the Minister for the abolition 
of the Act, and in the event of the 
Minister’s refusal a date should be fixed 
for action.

Mr. J. P. Dolan urged that the cattle 
and sheep levy be abolished, and that 
instead all qualified butchers be licensed, 
the amount of licence to vary according to 
locality. No licence should be granted in 
future except to “ fully qualified persons 
who had served their apprenticeship and 
could produce their indentures, or had 
acquired their trade hereditary.”’’

The architecture ig native to the soil. ang 
Gothic never reached the stages of the Hy 
flamboyant decoration. Farthest irom I 
Brittany was the last to feel any of the ás 
fluence - the Renaissance, when the 
movement reached this sb on it, underwent a 
strange transíormation. However much one 
may admire the Renaissance, it never ceases 
to be sensnal in its appeal, and few Renais- 
sance churches ever seem to have about them 
the deepyspiritual-deeling of the Gothic. The 

architects of Brittamy, however, did with the 
Renaissance what no one succeeded in doin 
anywhere else : they took the sensual out 
it and made it really suitable to a place of 
worship. Remarkable as they are in this 
respect, the churches of Brittany have another 
characteristic which makes them interesting. 
Their interior decoration is the strangest and 
most varied in Enrope. This is due to a 
‘eurious rivalry.
